If the sacrifice of war is to be 
apportioned equitably among the 
Provinees of Canada there are 
ouly two ways to deal with the 
Quebec situation.

The 
Government having repudiated 
persuasion and pledged itself to 
employ force, is faced by the 
choice of breaking its pledge or of 
shouldering the consequences. 


Wholesale Exemptions in Ontario 

The Ottawa Journal-Préss, the 
chief newspaper supporter of the 
Jovernment in the capital, throws 
light upon the operation of the 
Military Service Act in Ontario. 
The working of the measure, as 
disclosed by this friendly paper, 
may be of interest to readers ina 
part of the country where the ef- 
fect is vastly different. The Jour- 
nal-Press expresses the opinion 
that by the action of the exemp- 
tion tribunals and appeal courts 
there is provided ‘‘a loophole for 
“the escape from military service | 
‘fof ninety per cent of the able- | 
‘‘hodied young men of the coun- 
‘“‘try,’? The Ontario appeal courts, 
according to this authority, seem 
to consider it their business to ex- 
empt any whom the exemption | 
tribunals have not found reason 
to excuse. In proof of its conten- 
tion the Journal-Press offers the 
following record: ‘‘As a case in 
‘point, one of the Appeal Tribun- | 
‘tals sitting in Ottawa disposed of | 
‘sixty appeals in two days. Of| 
‘these, four were deferred. Of | 
“the remaining fifty-six exactly | 
‘‘three were disallowed. Three | 
‘‘men were secured to help rein- | 
‘‘force the Canadian expedition- | 
‘tary force. Remember, too, that 
‘these fifty-six were all young, 
‘‘unmarried men, passed by the 
‘*medical boards as physically fit ; 
‘‘and that in the majority of cases 
‘their applicutions had been care- | 
‘fully gone into by the Loeal Tri- | 
‘‘bunals and disallowed. They 
‘‘were a fairly representative lot, 
‘$91 farmers, 3 clerks,, 3 bank 
‘*tellers, 2 druggists, 2 grocers, 2 
‘*gardeners, 2 accountants, 2 mer- 
‘‘chants, 2 salesmen, and 1 brick- 
‘layer, surveyor, blacksmith, car- 
‘‘penter, baker, cab driver, civil 
‘‘employee, photo engraver, con- 
‘‘duetor, munitions worker, sten- | 
‘‘ographer, undertaker, chemist, 
‘‘eemetery keeper, plumber, press- 
‘‘man, telegraph operator, tele- 
‘phone inspector, civil servant, | 
‘student and linotype operator.’’ 

The Journal-Press adds that 
‘there is nothing to justify the 
‘assumption that this is not an 
‘average case,’’ and that if simi- 
‘lar results are being attained 
elsewhere ‘‘there cannot be a-re- 
‘‘mote possibility of one hundred 
“thousand men, or anything ap- 
‘‘proaching that number, being 
‘secured from class one.’’ In that 
men 
will have to be ealled. And if 
the Ontario tribunals exempt sin- 
gle men wholesale they cannot be 
expected to refuse exemption to 
married men even more generally, 
and these will have to be secured 
Where the single men are being 
conscripted in Western Canada, 
if, as seems fairly likely, married 
iwen are conscripted in Western 
Canada it will not be to fill the 
places of ‘‘Quebee slackers”’ only, 
but also the places of Ontario men 
who are single and physically fit, 
but who for some reason are ex 
cused,
